6, Gangri river and the water channols in continustion of or in connection with it. 
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There canals and rivers will hereinafter be referred to as the Sarun Canals. 


2. No person shall take water from the Sarun Canals for irrigation or manufacturing 
purposes without the written permission of a duly authorized person. 


Licenses will be required— 


(2)—For the construction of temporary dams in the canal bods. 
()—For the irrigation of lands by flow or lift. 


(c)—For the construction of village channels and distributaries leading from the 
canals for the irrigation of lands. 


(@)—For water used for the purpose of any manufacture by any person other than 
@ canal manager. 


* (¢)—For the erection of fishing weirs or tho uso of fishing nets—(1) in tho head 
cut; (2) in the new cuts from the Roopun Chup Sota to tho Hala, Ganduki, 
Dhanai, and Gangri river beds ; (3) in any other new cuts which may be 
made herenfter. 


3. Government roservos at prosent its right to levy tolls for irrigation, and to charge 
for filling tanks, watering cattle, or for water for other domestic purposes. 

4, Tho revenue administration of tho Sarun irrigation schemo is visted in the Collector, 
who is ex-officio head of the Canal Revenue Department. The Executive Engineer of the 
Gunduck Division as canal officer is charged with the maintenance and management of the 
canals, bat all orders passed by him under the Act or these rules are appealable to the 
Collector. under whose general directions he will act. All orders relating to the canal 
revenue will usually ba issued by the Collector (through the Executive Nagiveor or not, as 
the case may be), and all correspondence intended for the Collector in this department should 
be addressed to the Collector airect, or through the Executive Engineer, Mozulferpore, or 
the Assistant Engineor, Gopalgunge. 

5. For administrative purposes, tho Saran district is divided into the sub-districts 
enumerated in tne following rule, and shown ina map deposited in the Collector's office, 
The boundaries of the snb-districts and their number may be beroafter modified. 


6. Tho following guarantors are, till further orders, appointed canal managors, and 
will, within the under-mentioned sub-districts, act as the agoats of Government in managing 
the affairs of the canals.

7. The more particular duties of a Canal Manager will be— 


Lst.—To receivo applientions and grant permits, printed in_the prescribed form, for 
the use of water under sections 74, 75, and 77 of the Irrigation Act. 

2Qad.—Subject to the instructions of tho canal officers to distribute, under the 
provisions of section 76, the water-supply allutted to his sub-district. 

87d.—To recover and credit to Government the water-rates. 

4t4.—To suporintond and maintain such ostablishment as may be fonnd necessary 
for the assessment and collection of water-rates within his sub-district. 


8, Canal Managers have no power under Parts III, IV, and V of tho Act; and all 
lanza to remission under section 76 of Part VI should bo referred to the canal officer or 
Sis ausistant for disposal. Cumplainty rogarding unauthorized uso of canal water under 
sections 79, 80, and §1 are also to bo referred to the canal officer or Collector for decision. 
All proceedings connected with the recovery of water-rates by distraint or other compulsory 
process will be undertaken by the Collector. 

9. Any Manager desiring tho construction of a temporary dam across the Roopan 
Chap Sota, or across the bed of the Daha, Gandaki, Dhanai, or Gangri rivers must prelor 
‘&, written application to the canal officer specifying the object of the work and the longth 
‘of time for which it is required. It will be at the discretion of the canal officer to reject 
the application or to grant it on such conditions as he way think fit, ono of the conditions 

sing the nrwer reserved to tho canal officor of cutting the bund, if it should ever appear to 


him; ‘in the publio interests, necessary to do so. 
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Provided, however, that no such dam shall be constructed without due provision being 
made, by means of a proper escape channel, for the supply to the guarantor or guarantors, 
nn the same river below such dam, of the share of water to which he or they may be entitled 
under the decision of tho canal officer. 

10. Any person other than a Mannger who may desire to construct a tomporary dam 
across the bed of any of the rivers mentioned in the last rule must prefor his application 
to the Canal Manager in chargo of the sub-district in which the site of the proposed dam 
lies. The latter will then forward tho application with his remarks to the canal officer for 
orders. 

11. Any person, whether he be a Canal Manager or not, who constructs a dam across 
any of the river beds referred to in Rule 9, without having first obtained tho written 
permission of the canal officer, or who after the construction of an authorized dam, does 
or abets the doing of any act to impede the free flow of water throush the escapa channel 
provided for such dam, will be liable to prosecution under section 93, Act I]1 (B.C,) of 
1876, chapter XVII of tho Indian Pensl Code, or otherwiso as may soem proper to the 
Collector. 

12. With reference to Rule 7, paragraph 2 above, it will be competent to the Canal 

Manager, subject to the control of the canal officer, and on his own 

“ith reference aie pes: responsibility,* to allow tho constiuction of such temporary dems 

nina aren a in avy of the village channels (subsidiary to tho main river beds 

mentioned in Rule 9) within his sub-district, as be may consider necessary for the proper 
distribution of the wator-supply allotted thereto. 

13. Ifone or more of the riparian proprietors desire to have a permanent dam or 
regulator constructed in any channel or river bed, ho or they shall present an application 
to that effect to the Collector, who will consult the Canal Manager and the canal officer as 
tothe desirability of constructing such dam or regulator. Should its construction be deemed 
desirable, te Collector will cause plans and estimates to bo prepared, and he shall also call 
upon the applicants to depcsit the cast (including cost of establishment), or to give a 
guarantee securing its payment when required, and providing that. if the cost of the work 
should, through unforeseen causcs, exceed the original estimato, the balance will bo made 
good by the npplicant, The agreement will also provide for tho dam or regulator being 
kept in proper repair, as well as for its being taken over by Government at a fair valuation, 
should this ever be considered expedient. ‘lhe construction of such dam or reulator will 
be carried out by the can:l officer, who shall also have power to stop all supplies of water 
if it is not subsequently maintained in proper repair. 

14, Each application for a permanent dam or regulator will be considered on its 
own merits, and will orly be granted on such conditions as the Collector in cousultation 
with the Superintending Engiucer shall consider fit. 

15, A register will be kept of tho ownors of cach pormanent dam or repulator, and 
any porson may at any time apply to the canal officer to bo made a joint ownor. ‘The canal 
officer may either reject such application, or if he think fit, he may issue a notice upon the 
registered owner or owncrs, and afier hearing any objection which the registered owner or 
owners may prefer against the udmission of such applicant to be a joint owner, in cithor case 
ho shall report fully to the Collector, who may confirm the original rejection of the appli- 
cation, or may direct that the applicant be registered as such joint owner, on payment to the 
régistered owner or owners of such sums as may be fixed by’ him. 

1G. Persons desiring to irrigate their fields with canal water by flow or lift, must 
apply in person or by agout to the Canal Manager, whereupon the latter shall issuo a permit 
in the prescribed form (Appendix 13). Tho right to irrigate without extra charge oxtonds 
up to the 31st of March following the date on which the permit wus issued ; provided, 
however, that under tho operation of this rule ono and the samo crop be not assessed more 
than once. Tho rate charged shall not exceed Re. 1 per acre (or 12 annas per bigha), 
irrespective of the crops grown, exept in special cases to be determined by Government. 

17. Any person other than a Canal Manager desirous of taking water for the manu- 
factnre of indigo must avply for a permit to the Canal Manager, stating the estimated 
outturn, and undertaking that. he will, on the Ist of October, declare the quantity he has 
manufactared. The charge will bo at tho rate of Rs. 2 por maund of indigo manufactured. 

18. No person may allow water to run to waste, and no porson other than a Canal 
Manager may use water for irrigation or for any other purpose without having first obtained 
a permit as required by the preceding two rules. Any person infringing this rule will, 
with the consent in writing of the Cullector (but not otherwise), be charged double the 
ordinary rates for the water used without authority or wasted, and will in addition be liabler 
on prosecution by the Collector or canal officor, to the penalty provided by section 93 of 
Act [I] (B. C.) of 1876,0r by any other Jaw under which his offence may come. The 
charge in such cases wil), as a rale, be laid by tho Canal Manager by the submission to the 
canal officer or Collector of an “ Unauthorized Irrigation Certificate.” (See Appendix 0:) 

19. The privileges of guarantors are as follows: ‘ e 

(1)—A prior claim to # supply of wator for irrigation and manufacture during the 
continuance of their guarantee. 
(2)—The right to use water for manufacturing purposes free of charge. 


20. Any person may apply to tho Collector to become a guarantor. If the Colledtox 
accept the application, which at his discretion he may or may not do, he sball proceed, 4 








sible 
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communication with the canal officer, to determine whether tho new guarantee shall be 
utilized towards extending the canals, providing distributaries or embankments, or towards 
reducing the responsibility of any of the original guarantors. If the original guarantor 
(within whose sub-district the applicant’s property or interest. is situated) claims a reduction 
in his guarantee, and can at the same time show that the application of the new guarantor 
towards an extension of the canal would opernto to reduco his collections below the amount 
of his guarantee, his claims to have his guarantee reduced shall be con-idered : othorwise 
the new guaranteo may be applied towards extending the canals. and an area corresponding 
to the applicant’s property or interests be marked off to him, within which he shall 
exerci the rights and privileges now oxercisod in their sub-districts by tho guarantors 
mentioned in paragraph 6 of these rules. 

Ifthe applicant’s interest or property bo not situated within any sub-district as 
specified in paragraph 6, then tho Collector shall apply the guarantee towards oxtending 
the benofits of the canal system. 

21. Tho irrigation year will commonco on the Ist April ; and as soon as possible afler 
the irrigation of any Jand has been completed or the manufacture of indigo [by 9 person 
other than the Canal Manager] has been concluded, tho Canal Manager shall present the 

ersons who used the water with bills for water-rates (in a form approved by Government) 

ased upon the actual arca irrigated or the outturn of indigo manufactured. If these bills 
are not paid [a] in the caso of indigo manufacture within one month after presontation, 
[0] im the caso of ruddi crops by the Ist March, [c] in the case of other crops within 
ove month aftor the crop irrigated has been cut, the Cauul Manager shall, without delay, 
submit a list of such unpaid bills to the Collector, who will put in force the powers vested 
in him for the recovery of the amount due in accordance with soctions 83, 84, and 85 of 
the Indian Irrigation Act. Such list must be supported by the counterfoils of the bills 
(Appendix })) prepared by the Managor, as well as by his personal certificate, that he has 
satisfied himself of the jnstness of the claims; and in the caso of unauthorized irrigation, 
by tho “ Unauthorized Irrigation Certificates” (Appendix C) required by Rule 18. 

22, The sums thus recovered by the Collector will be placed in Ins (the Collector’s) 
accounts to tho credit of the Canal Manager asa set off against the amonnt due from 
him under his gnarantee for the year daring which such recoveries are made. The Canal 
Manager will bo entitled to a commission of per cent. on all recoveries (over and above 
the amount of his guarantee), made cither by himself or by the Collector on lists submitted 
on or before the 31st March. Sums due on this acconnt will nov be shown by the Manager 
in his accounts, but will be paid to him by cheque after tho adjzstment by the Collector 
of the year’s accounts. No percentage allowance will be grunted to he Mannger in respect 
of recuveries made by the Collector on lists submitted later than the 31st March, although 
the afhount of such recoveries will, as stated above, be credited to him as an assct agaivat 
the amount of his guarantee. 

23. For water used by a Manager for the irrigation of his own lands, he will be charged 
at tho ordinary rate of Re. 1 per acre (or 12 annas per bigha), and for sums duc on this 
account he will not be entitled to any commission allowance. 

24, It will be the duty of Canal Managers— 


1si.—To sve that all permits for the use of water be issued in the prescribed form? 
and 8 copy be kept in counterfoil in books supplied for the purpose. 

2nd.— That copies of bills presented for payment be kept in the countertoils supplied, 
for record. 

8rd.—That a cash-book of all reccipts of water-rates bo kept in forms supplicd for the 

arpose. 

4th—That far all cash received receipts be granted in the form supplied by the canal 
officer, which will be kept in counterfoil. 

5th.—That all cash received be paid monthly into the sub-divisional or district treasury, 
and that tho treasury receipts be filed with the cash-book as vouchers. 

6th.—To submit such returns as may be required from time to time by the Collector. 

7th.—To afford every facility to tho canal officer and Collector in their periodical 
inspection of the Canal Managers’ office and accounts. 


25. The amount yearly guaranteed by each Manager ix payablo in two equal instalments, 
viz, on the 80th of June and the Sst December of each year, and any arrear duo on eithor 
of these dates will be deemed to be a demand under Act VII (B. C.) of 1880, and shall be 
reoaverable by the processes prescribed by the above Act. 

26. A yearly adjustment up to the 3st Merch will be made of each Manager’s account 
as soon as possible after the close of the official year (3) st March). For this purpose each 
Manager will, by the 15th April, submit to the Collector in duplicate a statement in form 
Appendix D, with the entries of the first 12 columns duly filled in. The Collector will sup- 
ply the figures for the remaining cclumns, and return one copy to the Manager with a cheque 
for the sum payable on account of commission as shown in column 15, should no arrears from 
him be due, ‘I'he Collector will also require the immediate doposit, by the Manager of any 
arrears which may be shown to be due. Such arrears if not paid within one month after due 
notice to the Manager, will be recoverable under the Certificate Procedure Act (VII B.C. of 
1880)

99 of Act Ill (B.C) of 1876, the Hon’ble the Lientenant-Governor proposes to cancel 
Nos. 43, 46, 47 and 48 of the rules for the Sone Canals, passed on the 3ist Angust 1880, 
and republished under this Department Notification No. 148, dated the 20th June 188], 
in pages 637-646, Part I of the Calcutia Gazette of 22nd June 1881. His Honour also 
proposes, under section 99 of Act III (B.C.) of 1876, to pass the following rules in substitu-

‘When au “objection ” is presente: in the first instance to a Sub-divisional Canal Officer, 
a copy of the order passed shall, on application, be given to the petitioner, and every “ objec 
tion”? prescuted to the Divisional (2: al Officer shall bo accompanied by such copy or by a 
statement that no previous “object.on” has been presented to the Sub-divisional Canal 
Officer, or if such “objection ” was presented, and the Sub-divisional Officer has omitted to 
pass any order, bya note of the date on which it was presented, 

48. Objections, if orders have not been passed within 40 days from tho date 
of their being filed in the office of the Divisional Canal Officer, may be presented direct to 
the Collector, if accompanied by a statement certifying the date on which they were so filed 
and that no order has been passed. The Collector shall then make such reference to the 
Divisional Canal Officer as may be necessary, and shall have discretion to suspend collections 
by a written order in cases where it may seem advisable to do so.

J. Manufacturers of soap, alkali, or hydrochloric acid (as the case may be) shall, in the 
first instance, proviac themselves with salt for the purposes of manufacture by purchase in 
the ordivary manner, and shall, at the close of each quarter, submit an application for a 
drawback ot the duty on the salt used in manufacture during the quarter.

All spent lye or other useless refuse containing salt shall be effectually destroyed 
on or near the premises in such manner as the Collector of Customs may direct. 

VII. The premiscs of the manufacturer may be entered upon and examined at any time 
by any authorized officer on behalf of Government, and duc facilities for the same and for 
the inspection of the manufacturer®? ealt register, as well as for checking the stock of salt 
received, expended, and in hand, shall be afforded by the manufacturer and ull other persons 
employed by him. : 

VIII. "The register referred to in the preceding rule shall be written up daily ‘and 
signed by the manufacturer, and shall be in the form hereto annexed. 

1X. The manufacturer shall furnish the Collector of Customs with a monthly statement, 
to be posted by the L0th of each following month, showing the opening balance of salt. ay 
the beginning of the month, the quantity purchased during the month, the quantity expended 
during the month, the balance at the close of the month, and the quantity of soap, alkali, or 
hydrochloric acid (as the case may be) manufactured during the month.

Licenses will be required — 

(a)—For the construction of temporary dams in the canal beds. 

(t)—For the irrigation of lands by fiow or lift. 

(c)—For the construction of village channels and distributariea leading from the 
canals for the irrigation of lends. 

(d)—For water used for the purpose of any manufacture by any person other than 
@ canal manager. 

(e)—For the erection of fishing weirs or tho use of fishing nets—(1) in the head 
cut; (2) in the new cuts from the Roopun Chap Sota to the Daha, Gandaki, 

~ Dhanai, and Gangri river beds; (3) in any other new cuts which may be 

made hereafter. 

3. Government reserves at present its right to levy tolls for irrigation, and to charge 
for filling tanks, watering cattle, or for water for other domestic purposes. 

4. Tho revenue administration of the Sarun irrigation scheme is veated in the Collector, 
who is ex-officio head of the Canal Revenue Department. ‘The Executive Enginoer of the 
Gunduck Division as canal officer is charged with the maintenance and management of the 
canals, but all orders passed by him under the Act or these rules are appealable to the 
Collector, under whose general directions he will act.

5. For administrative purposes, the Sarun district is divided into the sub-districts 
enumerated in the following rule, and shown ina map deposited in the Collector's office.

6. The following guarantors aro, till further orders, appointed canal managers, and 
will, within the undor-mentioned sub-districts, act as the agonts of Government in managing 
the affairs of the canals.

18. Ifone or more of the riparian proprietors desire to have a permanent dam or 
regulator constructed in any channol or river bed, he or they shall present an application 
to that effect to the Collector, who will consult the Canal Manager and the canal officor as 
tothe desirability of constructing such dam or regulator. Should its construction be deemed 
desirable; the Colleclor ‘will cause plana: and estitsates fo'lie prepared, snd lie-uhall aleo’ call 
upon the applicants to depcsit the cost (including cost of establishment), or to give a 
guarantee securing its payment when required, and providing tbat, if the cost of the work 
should, through unforeseen causes, exceed the original cstimate, the balance will be made 
good by the applicant.

No porcentage allowance will be granted ta he Manager in respect 
of reevverics made by the Ccllector ou lists submitted Jater than the 31st March, although 
the amount of such recoveries will, as stated above, be credited to him as an asset against 
the amount of his guarantee. 

23, For water used by a Mannger for the irrigation of his own lands, he will be charged 
at the ordinary rate of Re. | per acre (or 12 annas per bigba), and for sums due on this 
account he will not be entitled to any commission allowance. 

24. It will be the duty of Canal Managors— 


1st.—To se that all permits for the ure of water be issued in the prescribed form, 
and a copy be kept in counterfoil in books supplied for the purpose. 

2nd,.— That copies of bills presented for payment be kept in the counterfoils supplied, 
for record. 

3rd.—That a cash-book of all receipts of water-rates be kept in forms supplied for the 

urpose, 

4th.—Vhat for ail cash received receipts be granted in the form supplied by the canal 
officer, which will be kept in counterfoil. 

5th.—That all cash received be puid monthly into the sub-divisional or district treasury, 
and that the treasury receipts be filed with the cash-book as vouchers. 

6th.—To submit such returns as may be required from time to time by the Collector. 

7th.—To afford every facility to the canal officer sud Collector in their periodical 
inspection of the Canal Manazers’ office and accounts, 

25. The amount yearly guaranteed by each Manager is payable in two equal instalments, 
viz. on the 30th of June and the 31st December of each year, and any arrear due on either 
of these dates will be deemed to be a demand under Act VII (B. C.) of 1880, and shall be 
recoverable by the processes prescribed by the above Act, 

26. A yearly adjustment up to the 3lat March will be made of each Manager’s account 
as soon as possible after the close of the official year (3ist March). For this purpose ‘eas 
Manoger will, by the 15th April, submit to the Collector in duplicate  statement.in form 
Appendix D, with the entries of the first 12 columns duly filled in.

Tne Admiralty, London, has notificd that information hus been received, of the existence 
of two shoals lying in the approach to ‘Irinkitat or Taring-hatah harbour from the northward. 

1. A shoal apparently about 1 cable in extent, with 4 fathoms on it, and 8 fathome 
close around, lies with north extreme of the detached reef outside Trinkitat harbour bearing 
S by W 4 W, distant one and half miles.

17. Any person other than a Canal Mandger desirous of taking water for the manu- 
facture of indigo must apply for a permit to the Canal Manager, stating the ostimated 
outturn, and undertaking that he will, on the Ist of October, declare the quantity he has 
manufactured. The charge will-be at the rete of Rs. 2 per maund of indigo manufactured. 

18. No porson may allow water to rnu to waste, and no person other than a Canal 
Manager may use water for irtigation or for any other purpose without having first obtained 
a porulit ay’ required by tho preceding two rules. Any person infringing this rule will, 
with the consent in writing of tho Collector (but not otherwise), be charged double the 
ordinary rates for the water used without aushority or wasted, aud will in addition be liabler 
on pxosecution by the Collector or canal officor, to the penalty provided by section 93 of 
Act ITI (B. C.) of 1876, or by any other law under which his offence may come, The 
charge in such cases will, as arule, be laid by the Canal Munager by the submission to the 
canal officor or Collector of an ‘‘ Unauthorized Irrigation Certificate.”

* 21, The irrigation yoar will commence on the 1st April ; and as soon-as possible after 
the irrigation of any land hes been completed or the manufacture of indigo [by a person 
other than the Canal Manager) has been concluded, the Canal Manager shall present the 
persons who used the water with bills for water-rates (in a form approved by Government) 
based upon the actual area irrigated or the ontturn of indigo manufactured. If these bills 
nre not paid [a] in the caso of indigo manufacture within one ‘month after presentation, 
[4] in the caso of rubbi crops by the 1st March, [c] in tho case of other crops within 
ove month after the crop irrigated has been cut, the Canal Manager shall, without delay, 
submit a Jist of such unpaid bills to tho Collector, who will put in force the powers vested 
in him for the recovery of the amount due in accordance with sections $3, 84, and 85 of 
the Indian Irrigation Act.

6th.—To submit such returns as may be required from time to time by the Collector.

26. A yearly adjustment up to the 31st Murch will be made of ench Manager’s account:

Appendix D, with tho entries of the first 12 columns duly filled in. The Collector will sup- 
ply the figures for the romaining columns, and retum one copy to tho Manager with a cheque 
for the eum fiayable on account of commission as shown incolumn 15, should no arrears from 
him be due, . ‘the Uollector will also require tho immediate deposit by tho Manager of any 
arrears which may be shown to be due. Such arrears if not paid within one month after due 
notice to the Manager, will be recoverable under the Certificate Procedure Act (VII B.C. of

2. No person chall take water from tho Sarun Canals for irrigation or manufactiring 
purposes without the written permission of a duly authorized person. 

Licenses will be required — 

(@)—For the construction of temporary dams in the canal beds, 

(b)—For the irrigation of lands by flow or lift. 

(c)—Fer the construction of villaze channels and distributaries leading from the 
canals for the irrigation of lands, 

(@)—For water used for the purpose of any manufacture by any person otber than 
‘a canal manager, 

(e)—For the erection of fishing weirs or the use of fishing nets—(1) in the head 
eut; (2) in the new cuts from the Roopun Chap Sota to the Daha, Gandaki, 
Dhanni, and Gangri river beds; (3) in any other new cuts which may be 
made hereafter. 

3. Govorument reserves at present its right to levy tolls for irrigation, and to charge 
for filling tanks, watering cattle, or for water for other domestic purposes. * 

4. The revenue administration of the Sarun irrigation scheme is vested in the Collector, 
who is ex-officio head of the Canal Revenue Department. The Executive Engineer of the 
Gunduck Division as canal officer is charged with the maintenance and management of the 
canals, but all orders passed by him under the Act or these rules are appealable to the 
Collector. undor whose general directions he will act. Ali orders relating to the canal 
revenue will usually be issued by the Collector (through the Executive Engineer or not, ‘as 
tke caso may b-), and all correspondenco intended for the Collector in this department should 
be addressed to the Collector cirect, or through the Exccutive Engineer, Mozufferpore, or 
the Assistant Engineer, Gopalgunge. 

5. For administrative purposes, the Sarnn district is divided into tho sub-district 
enumerated in the following rule, and shown ina map deposited in the Collector’s office, 
Tho boundaries of the sub-districts and their 1»umber may be hereafter modified.
